In  reporting  the  inaugural  of  its  fifth  president  we  sa¬ 
lute  the  ‘  Cinderella”  seminary  among  Southern  Baptists. 

Dr.  (Leo  Eddleman  is  the. third  Misaissippian  in  a  row 
to  preside  over  the  expanding  affairs  of  the  New  Orleans 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary. 

The  administration  of  Dr.  Duke  McCall  (1943-46)  arous¬ 
ed  new  energies,  broader  ambitions.  President  Roland  Q. 
Leavell  (1946-58)  led  in  the  enormous  task  of  building  a 
magnificent  new  campus.  Dr.  Eddleman  was  formally  es¬ 
tablished  in  office  last  week.  With  this  outstanding  mission- 
ary-pastor-ieacher-administrator  at  the  helm,  the  school 
-moves  inter  what  promises^to  Be  its -greatest  and  most  pro-, 
ductive  era. 

From  the  day  of  small  beginnings  the  seminary  in  a 
decade  has  leaped  into  the  front  ranks  of  American  theolo¬ 
gical  schools. 

No  state  more  than  Mississippi  has  followed  the  phen¬ 
omenal  rise  of  the  New  Orleans  Seminary. 

We  Mississippians  are  interested  in  the  school  for  good 
and  sufficient  reasons. 

Dr.  P.  I.  Lipsey,  a  former  editor  of  The  Baptist  Record.  , 
was  one  .of  the  principal  founders  of  the  institution. 

Among  the  school’s  four  thousand  or  so  alumni  many 
have  served  and  are  serving  in  our  midst. 

Almost  every  year  Mississippi  furnishes  the  largest 
number  of  students  of  any  state.  This  year  the  student  body 
has  198  from  Mississippi.  176  from  Louisiana.  135  from  Ala¬ 
bama,  79  from  Florida,  64  from  Georgia,  54  from  South  Ca- 
roliria.  40  from  Tennessee.  28  from  Texas  22  from  North 
Carolina,  17  from  Missouri,  and  others  from  18  states  and 
three  foreign  countries,  bringing  the  total  student  body

Probably  two  hundred  enrolees  in  the  School  of  Theo¬ 
logy  presently  serve  student  pastorates  in  the  Magnolia 
State.  Many  budding  educational  directors  are  getting 
good  on-the-job  experience  in  our  churches.
